Per independent claims 1. 2 and 3. for SUMMARY OF CLAIMED SUBJECT MATTER, the brief does not point drawing 
number to describe claim functionality from applicant's specification. For instance, "at least one key field, and 
converting each key field of the first program record into feature value, and distance measurement method", and etc.. 
are missing to describe claim functionality for claim 1. 

Thus, the brief fails to set forth the structure, material, or acts described in the specification as corresponding to each 
claimed function with reference to the specification by page and line number, and to the drawings. 
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
